VI PROJET 
“A SPECIAL LOBBY OF A HOTEL” 


In a large city hotel there is a lobby, 35 feet by 58 feet. 
situated between the main dining room and ballroom. This 
lobby opening off the main lobby of the hotel will be a con- 
necting link between the two rooms, as well as a place for per- 
sons awaiting dinner and ballroom guests. The decorative 
treatment, including the furniture for this lobby, is the sub- 
ject of this program. 


The style of the entire hotel is to be inspired by the Pompeian 
Styles and, while colorful, it should not be too gay or bizarre. 
The Empire, Adams and Greek Styles. which are historically 
related to the Pompeian, may also furnish suggestions. 


The lobby will have neither writing desks nor checking space. 
The ceiling may be a segmental vault or flat. and its highest 
point shall be 22 to 26 feet above the floor. The dining room 


will be entered from the lobby usually by the center doorway. 
The other doorways will be glazed, but kept closed. The ball- 
room doorways will correspond with those of the dining room. 
There may be a small fountain placed beyond the axis of the 
center doorways. 


Both the dining room and ballroom will have balconies at te 
one end. These balconies will have openings into the lobby, 
but the lobby will not have a balcony. The wide end-window 
may be subdivided as desired. ‘The axes of the openings as 
shown on the blue print are fixed, but the shape and dimensions 
are not. :

It is flanked on either side by a 


high wall over which the trees and vines of the garden may 


be seen. The garden extends up to the wall, and the gateway 
is placed on the axis of an important parterre. The width of 


the opening of the gate is 8’ 0”, the height and width of the 


entire motive are undetermined. 


The architecture of the house is reminiscent of the Toke 


Renaissance Style and the architectural treatment of the gate- 
way should correspond in feeling.

solutions involving the use of great roof areas or the develop- 
ment of open spaces in great cities have been proposed, but 
never in a form to create any widespread recognition or dis- 
cussion.
